New Postal Ruling. 
The postal depurtnient has is- 
aned a new raliag regardioK the 

ontr.UH'c of papers at tlie seeond 
cliiBs rute. The law explains it- 
aelf as followa : 

"A renKonable time will he al- 
lowed publiahera to secure renew- 
ala of BabaeriBlions, but anlefts 
•tubseriptions are expressly re- 
newed nfter the term for which 
they are paid, within the &llow- 
inLS periods: 

I)aili('«. V itliin three months;] 

Tri-weeklies within six months ; 

Seini-weekliib, witbin nine 
months ; 

Wetklied, within one year: 

Semi-moBtbllM, within three 
months. 

Monthlies, within four months; 

Bi-montblieet within six 
ni'intlis : 

Quarterlies, within six months, 
they ahall not be counted in the 
legitimate list of snhscriher^, atid 
copies mailed on account thereof 
shall not be accepted for mailing 
lit ''-I' ~ I'dtvl-dasi-- iiostaL'o r-ilf of 
one cent a pound, but may be mail 
ed at the transient seeond-elasa 
postage rate of one cent for each 
four ounces or fraction thereof, 
prepared by stamps ifflxed. The 
ri^htofapublisher tocxtcml i rel- 
it for aubscriptious to hia publi- 
cation is not denied or qaestion- 
ed, but his compliance or not 
compliance with this regulation 
will be taken into consideration 
in determining whether the pub- 
lication is entitVld,to. transmis- 
sion at the second-class postage 
rates." 

The above means when appli- 
ed to the (Jlay City Times that 
when we mail a single copy of 
the paper to persons who owe for 
more than one year it will cost 
us 1 cent the copy or 52 cents u 
year while we can only realize 
but uU ceniii lor the paper, of 
course this ivill be a losing prop- 
otiition and we must stop. So he- 
ginning with next week we will 
absolutely cut off all papers 
where the suhscriher owes us 
more than for one year. We are 
perfectly willing to trust ' our 
subscriltert) us formerly and re- 
gret that we can not but if we 
continue this practice the paper 
will have to stop. In the first
